The  ochick  iesx  was  perlorned  on  243  children  who  had  been  immunised 
in  1938c  This  Test  reveo.lc  :-hotImr  cho  irmunising  doses  have  or  have  not 
pi-obectea  the  cnild  against  Diphtheria.  Of  those  245  Children,  239  v/ere 
found  to  be  Schick  Hegative  i.-o, given  protection  against  Diphtheria,  4  were 
found  to  be  Schick  Positive. 

These  4  children  received  further  innunis.'ing  doses  during  1940.  A  few 
children  under  5  were  .imunised  in  the  ’'"elfare  Oentre  in  the  Area.

The  ^-nrol  are  providing  and  laying  their  ovm  Y’ater  Main, 

Semples  of  this  water  are  taken  periodically  by  the  Staffordshire  County 
Council  and  is  found  to  be  of  satisfactory  quality,  Chemically  and  BacteriologicoPy . 

The  Parishes  with  a  piped  supply  laid  and  maintained  by  the  Stafford  Borough 
Council  are:  Berkswich,  Brocton,  Castle  Church,  Creswell,  part  of  Hopton,  part 
of  Beighford  and  Tixallc 

Some  280  h^juses  at  Gnosall  are  supplied  by  rmter  gravitating  from  a  Spring 
at  xxudiTiore  « 

At  Marston  and  Fhitgreave  ,  tap  v/ater  is  provided  to  some  50  Small  Holdings, 
the  supply  being  obtained  from  the  Staffordshire  County  Council’s  Pumping  Station 
at  Yarlet  Bank. 

Enson  Faivis  cnld  Cottages  are  supplied  by  gravitation  from  a  Spring  on  the 
Harrovifby  Estatej 

Salt,  Ingestre  and  Hopton,  obtain  supplies  from  Springs  at  Piston  Bank, 
and  Salt  Bank  on  the  Shrewsbury  Estate  . 

The  Parish  of  Forton  is  supplied  with  Tap  Fa.ter  from  the  Newport  Urban 
District  Council  F.  Pumping  Station  and  also  from  the  Aqualate  Estate  Company’s 
Spring,,  The  wtuter  is  of  good  quality. 

The  remaining  parts  of  the  Stafford  Rural  District  are  dependent  up  on  ■'’'''e  11  s  , 
a^  I  Springs  for  their  wia.ter  supplies. 

Periodical  samples  of  water  are  taken  from  such  sources,  and  submitted  to 
Bacteriological  end  Chemical  exeminatio-n.  ■ 

The  potential  danger  to  health  and  3.ife  of  wo.ter  from  such  sources  is  very 
real,  the  primitive  scivagc-dispo-sal  methods  available  making  sewage  contamination 
of  existing  water  supplies  a  grsLve  menace.

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Total  rumber  of  Dairy  Farms  in  the  district,  692.  Total  number  of  Cowsheds 
1,662.  Some  16  neY/  coY/sheds  were  erected  and  64  Dairies. 

The  sampling  of  milk  for  bacterial  content  and  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  is 
undertaken  by  the  Staffordshire  County  Council. 

(b)  Meat  and  pthor  Foods. 

•There, are  seven  licensed,  and  one  registered  slaughter  houses  in  the  Rural 
District . 

Two  hundred  and  ten  inspections  of  the  slaughter  houses  were  made  during 
1939,  and  762  carcases  inspected.  Also  90  inspections  of  the  Knackers  Yard*. 

The  6  butchers  shops  are  regularly  inspected,  also  the  travelling  vans 
carrying  meat  and  provisions  for  sale.

AID  PuIID  PRECAUTIONS. 


There  are  three  First-Aid  Parties  in  the  Area.  It  has  been  a  natter 
of  difficulty  to  find  suitable  personnel  for  these  Parties,  the  majority  of 
men  suit0.ble  for  this  Y/ork  beinp  enraped  in  other  broaiches  of  the  A.R.P.  Service. 
In  the  Area  there  are  twenty  First-Aid  Points  -  a  First-Aid  Point  being  defined 
in  simple  terns  as  a  box  of  First-Aid  requisites  kopt  at  the  house  of  a  doctor. 
Nurse  or  a  person  holding  o,  qualification  in  First-Aid.  At  the  Head  T.'ardens  ’ 
Posts  there  are  suito.ble  boxes  of  First-Aid  Materials. 

Several  classes  in  First-Aid,  etc.  have  been  held  in  various  parts  of  the 
Area  during  the  year.  These  classes  ho.ve  been  Yvell  attended,  and  there  is  now 
a  goodly  number  of  men  and  Yvonen  in  the  various  parishes  able  to  adiainister 
First-Aid  if  casualties  unfortunately  occurred  in  the  Area. 

The  various  official  circulars,  etc.  in  connection  Ydth  A.R.P.  work 
involve  time-consuming  labour  in  dealing  with  the  many  scattered  Parishes. 

The  Council  ho.s,  on  many  occasions,  expressed  its  gratification  at  the  amount  of 
vrork  done  by  the  many  Voluntary  Vorkers  in  the  Rural  District;  special  mention 
in  this  connection  might  be  made  of  the  Chief  Tdrden  and  of  the  Divisional 
■■'.a r dens . 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  much  impressed  by  the  theoretical 
knovdedge  and  practical  skill  of  many  members  of  First-Aid  Classes  v/hich  he  has 
examined  in  connection  Ydth  the  granting  of  Certificates. 

The  Medical  Officer  Yrould  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Clerk  Yiho,  as  Air 
Raid  Precautions  Co-ordinating  Officer  hr. s  been  most  helpful. 

C01.H''ENTS  . 


Model  Byci-lruYS  ha.ve  not  yet  been  adopted  by  the  Stafford  Rural  District 
C  ounc i 1 . 

During  the  year  samples  of  water  taken  from  Molls,  etc.  in  the  Area  have, 
in  the  majority  of  ca.ses,  proved  unsa.tisfo.ctory ,  evidence  of  seYvage  contamd nation 
of  those  Y(jaters  being  apparent.  The  need  for  the  provision  of  good  wholesome 
Y/ater  supplies  is  groat.  The  Eastern  and  Mestern  Mater  Schemes  Yvould  satisfy 
that  need  to  a  large  extent . 

The  various  Housing  Schemes  of  the  Council,  Y\rhich  Y/ould  ha.ve  met  a  long- 
felt  want,  ha.Y'e  necessarily  been  temporarily  put  aside.
